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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims 18 and 96 have amendments changing the focus of "the initial hypothetical state" limitation from the 
"one or more biological elements" to "the biological system" which represents a new issue. Claim 96 has another amendment wherein 
"symbols represent biological elements" which differs in scope from previous claim wording and is a new issue. Claim 105 previously 
contained the limitations of claim 96; however, the proposed claim 105 has limitations that are not exactly like the previous claim 96 and 
therefore Has new issues. These new issues would require further search. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments contain new issues which 
would require further search and consideration. Therefore, the proposed after final amendment will not be entered. As a result, all of the 
previous rejections are maintained. If the proposed amendment had been entered, the 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph; 35 USC 101; 35
